SAVE LICENSE PLATES 


What may seem a rather insignificant way to help in 


prosecution of this war is the salvaging of all automo- 
bile license tags.t 


The Warren County Motor Club, along with most oth- 


ers in the state, announces it will cooperate by receiv- 
ing discarded plates and turning them over to proper 
agencies through which they may be delivered to steel 
mills. It is not made clear to what extent this will bene- 
fit .anybody financially. It is suggested, however, that it 
will make a tidy sum as scrap iron, a sum which might 
be turned over to some war charity, preferably the Red 
Cross. 


In any event the salvaging of the steel in the plates 


is the important thing from the standpoint of war needs. 
Do not throw them away. Deliver them to the club's of- 
fice in the Exchange building, or leave them at any ser- 
vice station. 


KEEP 'EM FIRING 


Wars are won with bullets—rifle and machine gun
